They have an out- 
standing tradition of musical excellence, rating Superior at Districts for 34 years in a row. 

Speech: The speech team has won Conference for the past 5 years and District for the past 4 years. They were third at 
state last year. 

Sports: NC offers students the chance to participate athletically in football, volleyball, girl’s and boy's basketball, 
track, and cheerleading. 

Where they hang out: Pizza Hut is the regular hangout after all home varsity games. 

Special Events: The Harvest Festival in the fall and Advance Dinner in the spring. These events are open to anyone 
and prove a valuable tool for name recognition and fundraising. 

Banquets: Christmas Banquet, Spring Talent Show, and Junior/Senior Banquet. 

Dorms: The boys*and girlsSdorms were founded with the start of the school. Approximately 25 students make the NC 
campus dorm their home during the week. NC is one of the only 3 Christian high schools in the Midwest that supply 
room and board for students.
